There  Is,  In  fact,  obacurlty  In  the 
OttUook  which  will  not  bo  cleared  up  until  a  pro- 
Tlnclal  convention  Is  held,  the  question  of  leader- 
ship decided,  reorganisation  plans  devised,  and  a 
campaign  with  a  definite  programme  set  afoot 
The  provincial  execdtlve  of  the  Conservative 
Party  Is  oonvenlnff  here  today.  It  would  be 
well  If  members  of  the  Victoria  As-soclation  would 
Impress  on  that  executive  the  need  for  action 
according  to  a  plan  which  cannot  fall  to  eom« 
mend  Itself  to  aU  CodMnmtlves  of  Ihe  pmtace.

to  bring  them  in  contact  with  wr  rk  \{  the 
same  time  there  are  farms  all  over  Vancouver 
Island  and  on  adjacent  Mands  the  owners  of 

which  are  seeking  help.  Advertisements  In  The 
Colonist  by  youths  seeking  work  on  farms  bring 
in  many  replies  from  those  wlshtoig  to  secure 
such  help.  This  situation  impli's  an  aspect  of 
the  unemployment  problem  which  has  not  been 
sufficiently  emphasized.  Obviously  there  la  work 
available  for  youth,  and  the  only  assumption  Is 
that  since  the  demand  for  labor  contlBMa  on 
the  farms  it  is  difficult  to  Induce  youth  to  leave 
the  bright  llghU  of  city  life. 

Youth  on  a  farm  has  always  an  opportunity. 
There  is  much  useful  work  to  be  learned.  There 
is  Ufe  of  the  bealthleat  kind  to  be  lived.  There 
is  a  new  environment  which 'has  a  tendency  to 
wipe  out  temperamental  disabilities  from  which 
youth  to  p«me  to  suffer.  There  to.  as  weU,  the 
Icnowledge  being  acquired  which  can  eventually 
fit  the  ambitious  youth  to  become  a  farmer  on 
his  own  account,  thua  giving  hhn  hidependence. 
It  is  ju.st  too  bad  that  woric  should  go  a-begging 
in  tliese  days  while  at  the  same  time  so  many 
are  bewaUlng  the  faet  that  there  are  no  op- 
portunities for  youth.  Tlierc  are  such  opportun- 
ities if  youth  will  only  avail  itgeif  of  them.  Tlie 
regimen  of  life  on  Vancouver  Island  farms  to  by 
no  means  .severe.  The  question  would  seem  to  be 
what  conditions  have  surrounded  our  education 
al  efforts  when  so  many  or  our  young 
seem  to  eschew  work  on  the  land  and  prefer  to 
hang  about  on  the  dole  waiting  for  some  city 
Job  to  eventuate?

BBinWi  COLUMBIA 


Premier  Pattullo  may  readily  find  that  he  is 
not  ingratiating  his  Government  with  the  people 
of  British  Columbia  hi  hto  attitude  towards  the  | 
Federal  authorities.  There  is  no  one  capable  of 
financial  Judgment  who  could  disagree  with  the 
advice  tendered  by  Premier  R  B.  Bennett  to  thto 
province  that  It  should  make  a  greater  effort  to 
live  within  its  means.  Surely  all  experience  of 
fwr  pravlnelal  flnaneea  has  proved  thai  the  fu- 
ture has  been  sufficiently  mortR.iRcd.  Premier 
Pattullo  wants  to  engage  in  lavish  expenditures, 
brtlevlnff  hi  the  doctrine  that  hto  Oovemment 
can  earn  kudos  by  pulling  itself  up  by  Its  boot- 
straps. That  is  not  the  way  in  British  countries. 

Hie  remedy  for  over-expenditures  which  have 
brought  about  the  financial  condition  of  thl.s 
province  is  rigid  economy.  Mr.  Bennett  has  re- 
commended thto,  both  for  the  sake  of  the  credit 
of  British  Columbia  and  because  of  the  desir- 
ability of  maintaining  the  credit,  structure  of  the 
Dominion  as  a  whole.  Mr.  Pattullo  says  that 
British  Colunihiii's  answer  to  the  Federal  Oov- 
emment to  that  the  province  will  "run  hag  own 
show."  The  unfortunate  thing  to  that  Bkittoh 
Columbia  ha.5  precipitated  herself,  through  her 
own  faul(,  into  a  poaltlon  where  she  cannot  "go 
it  alone." 

Mr.  Pattullo  is  laboring  under  a  grave  mis- 
apprehension to  the  extent  that  he  believes  that 
the  people  of  this  province  are  in  a  position, 
through  the  medium  of  taxation,  to  find  the 
money  which  he  sought  to  borrow  from  the 
Federal  Government.  It  cannot  be  done;  and 
any  government  which  attempted  to  do  It  would 
become  anathema  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.  The 
merit  of  the  latest-  budget  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment lay  In  the  faet  that  It  ptovMad  aome 
slight  remissions  in  taxation  and  no  increases. 
Its  demerit  was  due  to  little  or  no  attempts  be- 
ing made  to  put  eeonomlea  taito  effect,  with  the 
result  that  a  deficit  of  over  $2,000,000  is  esti- 
mated for  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  Federal 
Oovwnment  very  naturally  cannot  see  why  it 
should  be  called  upon  to  provide  a  large  loan  to 
a  province  which  shows  no  dtopoiitlon  to  trim  iU 
financial  saOa. 

Perhaps,  following  his  visit  to  Montreal,  where 
presuxoably  he  to  consulthag  bankers  about  the 
situation  that  has  arisen.  Mr.  Pattullo  will  begin 
to  experience  the  sobering  reflections  of  the  cold 
grey  dawn  of  the  morahug  after.  If  Mr.  Pattullo 
btilevea  that  British  Columbia  has  the  ability 
to  -go  It  alone"  then  he  need  never  have  made 
hto  late  trip  to  OtUwa  soUcitlng  financial  assis- 
tance. Re  asked  for  that  asstotance  without  any 
iHlngs.  It  was  In  the  nature  of  a  demand.  What 
ha  faUed  to  visualise  was  the  fact  that  it  is  a 
primary  duty  of  the  Dominion  Government  to 
safeguard  the  Interests  of  the  taxpayers  of  the 
oofUAtry  aa  a  whole.  Moreover.  Mr.  Bennett 
never  be  expected  to  acquiesce  In  giving 
favorable  treatment  to  any  one  province 
than  another.  Thto  to  what  Mr.  Pattullo  ex- 
pected and  he  has  been  disappointed.  It  is 
childish  to  vent  spleen  because  of  this,  and  more 
childish  still  to  endeavor  to  craate  partgr  polttkal 
capital  out  of  the  situation.
